S Royall Father King James, entituled ( A Subſidy granted to the 
King of Tonnage, Poundage , Wools , &c.) do oz (hall enſue to any perſon, oz perſons, un⸗ 
leſſe they refuſe to compound koꝛ any Merchandtze, oz Goods, Impoꝛted, oꝛ Expoꝛted, 
after notice given of the ſaid laſt Act, Penalty, and Foꝛfeiture by Pꝛoclamation where 
the ſaid Goods are, oꝛ ought to be entred: His molt Excellent Majeſty, leſt any His 
loving Subjects, oꝛ others (under pzetence of ignoꝛance) ſhould fozbear to pay the ſaid 
Tonnage, Poundage, and other ſuins of Money payable upon Merchandtze, oꝛ Goods, 
either Expozted, oꝛ Pmpozted, contrary to the tenour of the ſaid laſt Act, and foꝛ the 
more ſpeedy publiſhing thereof, Hath thought ft (by adviſe of His Parliament) hereby 
to declare His Royall Will, and Pleaſure to be; | 


That all Bis loving Subjects, and others whom it ſhall, oꝛ may conterne, Do take no- 
tite of the ſaid laſt Act, And that they and every of them do accoꝛdingly pay the ſaid Ton- 
nage, Poundage, and other ſuns of Money, thereby laid oꝛ impoſed upon Merchandize, oꝛ 
goods, either expoꝛted oꝛ impoꝛted, under the pains and penalties in the ſaid laſt Act, and in 
the ſatd Act made in the firlk yeer of the Reigne ol His Majeſties ſaid late father, oꝛ either 
ot them, p2ovided and exp2eſſed , And to be further puniſhed accoꝛding to the Law foz their 
contempt of His Majeſties Royall Commandments herein. 

And therekoꝛe His Majeſtie doth hereby ſtraightly charge and command, as well 
all and every Hts Cuſtomers, Comptroller, Collectoꝛs, Searchers, waiters, and other the 
Officers and Miniſters in all and every His Majeſties Poꝛts and Havens, and the mem⸗ 
bers thereof within His Kingdom of England, and Dominion of wales, As all Juſtices of 
Peace, Majoꝛs, Sher „ Balliffes, Conſtables, Headboꝛoughs, and other His Majeſties 
Officers and Miniſters, to whom it chall oꝛ may appertain ; That they and every of them 
in their ſeverall Offices\nd Places reſpectively, Do take care that all and every the Pꝛe⸗ 
miſſes be fully executed and perkoꝛmed, accoꝛding to his Majeſties Royall will and pleaſure 
herein befoze declared; as they will anſwer the contrary at their uttermoſt perills, 


Given this four and twentieth day of Auguſt, in the ſeventeenth yeer of His 
Majeſties Reigne of England, Scotland, France, and Ireland.
